Unless this enigma is solved, Mr. Dar- 
win's theories as to the descent of man are 
wholly a failure; because if bis preeminent gift is | 
not the work of evolution or of natural selection 
it must be a creation of his own or of some pow- 
er superior to him. One of these is inevitable. 
Whatever the solution may be, none can stand 
for a moment that does not accord with human 
experience. he assertion ofa power in any.

The Old or the New. 

It isin no partisan spirit that we assert 
that the unfriendliness of shippers, travel- 
ers and stockholders to the management 
of the L. & N. R. R., and consequently to 
its President and Board of Directors, 


would be sufficient, if no other reason ex- 


isted, to warrant-a change. Where there 
is such wide and general dissatisfaction 
with the policy pursued by the directory, 
the interests of the road, of the communi- 
ties through which it passes, and of the 
whole State demand that a new policy 
should be inaugurated, new men be put at 
the head of affairs. This is a matter-of- 
‘fact view of the situation. 

We presume that at no period of the 
history of the L. X N. R R. has there 
been atime when it so much needed the 
undivided time and attention of its chief 
officer as at the present. 

The vital interests at stake in every move 
made by the great railroad corporations to 
the north and south of us require thai 
there shall be neither neglect nor inefficiency 
displayed in the direction of the policy or 
the inthuence of the road. 

Mr. Newcoms has held the office of 
president about three years, and itis safe 
to say that the performance of the duties 
of the office has not taxed his time to any 
serious extent. His personal interests are 
of such an extensive character that his 
knowledge of the affairs of the road and 
his devotion to the details of its manage- 
ment have been rather of a nominal 
character. He is President of the 
Galt House Company; President of 
the Western Financial Bank; Presi- 
dent of the Cannelton Cotton Mills; 
is one of the lessees of the Mississippi Cen- 
tral ‘railroad; is an active director (as is 
also ‘Tom Scorr) of the Southern Pacific 
railroad, and, in addition, probably has 
direct personal interests in other enter- 
prises. Being so situated, in the natural 
order of things he cannot devote either the 
time or thought that the management of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad abso- 
lutely requires of its president. In the 
present condition of the road, with the 
difficulties which the future is bringing in 
its way, no man should be elected presi- 
dent whose timpis engrossed and who is 
trammeled with multifarious and conflict- 
ing interests. If the road would prosper 
its next president must be foot-loose. This 
is evident to every stockholder of the road. 

We regret that it is so, but this contest 
has assumed the shape of a family fight on 
one side, and the’representatives of a new 
order of things, embracing the public 
interests, on ihe other. 

The financial operations of the road are 
made in this city through the bank of 
which Mr. NEwcoms is president, and a 
relative cashier; and in New York through 
a bank owned by other of his relatives. 
The deposits often reach half a million in 
round figures, but we are not aware that 
the railroad company has ever received 
any interest on this large sum. 

This has justly been urged against Mr. 
Newcoms by his opponents. Stock- 
holders of a great corporation naturally 
dislike to have their interests made a 
source of profit to family or faction. 

The personal unpopularity of Mr. NRW- 
cou has been of unmistakable disadvan- 
tage tothe road. There is a general im- 


| pression on the part of stockholders and 


business men that they have been subjected 
to a course of snubbing which has become 
decidedly obnoxious. The L. & N. R. R. 
Company cannot afford to re-elect an un- 
popular director or president. The mis- 
management of the president has been dis- 
played at the most important periods. 
The lease of the Decatur road was clum- 
sily managed. The purchase of the Mem- 
phis, Louisville and Clarksville railroad 
was delayed so long that the interests of 
the L. & N. R. R. suffered materially. 
Blunders and neglect of opportunities have 
marked the history of the management of 
the road for the last three years; and in this 
age a blunder or a failure is a crime. The 
stockholders owe it to themselves and to 
the great interests of Kentucky (for the 
advancement of, which the citizens of 
Louisville and the counties on the line 
built this road) to elect a direetory that 
will not neglect the opportunity of extend- 
ing the connections, and influence of the 
road, and who will not permit the road to 
become subservient to the interests or pur- 
poses of corporations or men.

The Louisville and Nashville railroad, it must 
be admitted, is enterprise of x import- 
ance, not only to the stockholders of tke com- 
pany. but to the business communities along the 
line of its road, as well as to the country at large.

RATTERMAN. 
The Walk from Lexington to Leuis- 


ville Accomplished Fight Min- 
utes Ahead of Time. 


Henry Ratterman, of this city, who was ad. 
vertised, a few days since, to perform thé feat of 


hours, yesterday completed his walk, arriving in 
this city, from Lexington, eight minutes ahead 
of time, under disadvantages that were peco- 
liarly istressing.

Afew minutes before the hour appointed for 
the start from Lexington—four o'clock Pp. u. Bun- 
day—he appeared at the three-mile post thie side 
of that city, and was surrounded by a large 
crowd of people, who had come out from the city 
to see him and witness his departure. At pre- 
cisely four o'clock the word was given, and the 
pedestrian started on his hundred-mile walk, 
striking oat vigorously, and cheer- 
fully tothe many voices that cried out by the 
roadside with words of e The 


1 hour 8% 

and at 6:9% r. u ten miles of 

was passed, This brought 

him to the 11% mile post, at which point he 
wheeled instantly round and started back to- 
wards the starting point, at Lexington, reaching 
that place at 9 o'clock and 9 minutes, accomplish- 
ing twenty-two miles inS hours and 9 minutes. 
This about movement was necessary in order 
to make up the hundred miles, thus adding 
twenty-two miles to the seventy-eight miles, 
which isthe distance between Lexington and 
Louisville. On approaching the first starting 
point he showed symptoms of sleepiness, but was 
revived by a light supper which he took walking, 
and, upon arriving at the spot, he immediately 
turned and started afresh for Louisville. Owing 
to the darkness of the night, his attendants 
could ho longer take note of the time made, as 
the me posts were passed between Lexington 
and Vérsailes—thirteen miles—which place was 


‘reached at 12 o'clock. Here a halt of 25 minutes 


was made, and here Rattaman took an overdose 
of coffee, which subsequently made him sick and 
came near stopping his progress for the night. 

The Versaili ists were up and waiting bis arrival, 
and all the hospitalities he could receive at such 
a time were offered bim bythe many citizens 
who had] turned out at midnight to see him 
walk. 

= Having taken the refreshments offered and a 
few minutes rest, the time was up and again the 
jan was taking rapid strides toward 
Frankfort, still steady in his gate and exalted in 
spirits, amid the applause of a large concourse 
of citizens who had gathered about the streets 
of the city. 

Nothing occurred to break the stillness of the 
night or impede the steady, rapid tramp ot Mr. 

R. till within six miles of Frankfort, when he 
began to get very sick, being seized with a severe 
shaking chili, which almost caused him to give 
up the walk. He reported his condition to the 
attendants, who followed after him in a buggy, 
but they urged bim on, and, after inhaling 
amonia from their hands while walking, he began 
to revive, and struck out with new energy and a 
little more hope, reaching Frankfort about 2 
o'clock yesterday morning. Here he made no 
halt, passing through the city without excite- 
ment or any occurrence worthy of note. 

When he had come a mile and half this side of 
Frankfort, he again became chilled, this time 
suffering woree than before, and here he again 
lost strength and spirit, and was 

UPON THE VERGE OF DESPAIR. 

His comrades called to him and asked how he 
felt. Bad enough. was his only answer, and 
went shaking and shambling on in a broken, un- 
certain gait. His attendants then thought it 
best to arrest hie further progress, and were dis- 
eussing the question between themselves, when 
Ratterman overheard one of them speak of the 
propriety of teking him into the buggy. This 
had the effect of infusing a new spirit into the 
desperate walkist, a feeling of indignation tak- 
ing possession of him rather than that of 
gratitude, and after ten minutes rest 
and a little rubbing down by bis at- 
tendants, he sallied forth again at a lively speed 
But bis troubles did not end here. When mid 
way between Frankfort and Shelbyville one of 
bis legs suddenly became lame and stiff, and he 
ceme hobbling along through Shelbyville at nine 
o'clock this morning, with no hope of accom- 
plishing the feat. Twenty-nine miles were yet 
before him, with only seven hours’ time left to 
him, and a lame leg to walk upon. But his com- 
panions urged him on, and finally relief came; he 
regained the use of bis limbs, and began to make 
good headway toward the city. Twenty-seven 
miles were accomplished without interrup- 
tion, and two more miles only remained 
to be traversed, and yet it was thirty-two min- 
utes ere he was due in the city. This found him at 
the three-mile post on the Shelby ville pike. Here 
the difficulties and toils of the tedious journey 
were ali forgotten, and his feet sped nimbly over 
the hot, dusty road till the ore-mile post was 
finally reached, eight minutes ahead of his time, 
the last two miles having been passed in twenty- 
four minutes, the fastest time made during all 
the march. 

Arriving within the city limite, he was met by 
a number of friends, and being placed in the 
buggy which accompanied him from Lexinzton, 
was conveyed to bis home, completely exhaust- 
ed, and very pale. He was driven down Main to 
second, out Second to Jefferson, and down Jef- 
ferson toward bis home on Thirteenth and 
Madison streets. 

Here he was visited by a reporter of the Covr- 
IBR-JOURNAL at 9 o'clock last night, and was 
found to be almost entirely recovered, his only 
complaint being that of soreness in his limbs 
and lower sides. 

Mr. Ratterman is about 25 years of age, 5 feet 
9 inches in hight, and weighs 126 pounds. His 
attendants were Messrs. Chas. B. Schulten and 
A, L. Langfelt, two young men well known in this 
city. 

The horse driven to the buggy which conveyed 
these young gentlemen was about as badly used 
up as Mr. R. appeared to be on his arrival. Rat- 
terman is Bow in high spirits, but is tired of the 
walking businers. Considering his disadvan- 
tages, and the fact that he is an amateur, this 
Was an extraordinary feat.

RicuMonD, Sept. 25, 1871. 

When Llett this city for the mountains, 
some weeks ago, the report of thé crops was 
to this effect: From Richmond to Burkaville 
Junction, fair; from Burkevi8e to Ban Ille, a 
failure. People were cuttmg corn for fodder 
and tobacce for lugs. From Burkeville to 
Lynchburg the effect of the dronght was not 
so severe us west of the latter place. From 
Lynchburg all the way to the Tennessee 
Une, With the exception of a strip of ten 
or fifteen miles near Salem, in Roanoke coun- 
ty, the drought was terrible. Farmers were- 
burrying their cattle to market for lack of 

se-to feed ¢ on. Norta of Lynchburg 

ze season had been favorable, and good crops 

of corm and tobacco were visible in Ambers 
Nelson, Albemarle and Orange, but beyon 
the Rapidan river the drought again prevailed. 
Throughout the Valley it was very severe, and 
in the lower portion destructive. 2 * the north- 
west and the Peninsula, and along the James 
and ock rivers, the crops of corn 
are generally good, and in some instances very 

ne. Just around this city there was no 
drought, and the crop of vegetables, as stated 
in my last letter, was extraordinarily abundant. 
Between Norfolk and Petersburg the crops 
are, I believe, uncommonly good. 

THE AUGUST RAINS, 
which came toward the close of the month, 
and other rains sinee that time, have rerived 
the grass and improved the corn and tobaceo 
very much, Upon the whole, we have not had 
such & bad year after all. We shall have 
plenty of corn-bread, enough of hog meat, and 
as much tobacco as we can conveniently 
“chew,” and a “right smart chance’’ to sell. 
Of this deleetible weed there is no end. Enor- 
mous quantities have been sold in oes hburg, 
Danville, Farmville, P py i Rich- 
mond, and it is still pouring in the e effect of 
this trade on Danville and Farmville is very 
perceptible, Both places are growing rapidly. 
Come what may, our people will raise to 0.

Be ihat as it m ay, if Mahone and Flournoy have 
obtained some eight or ten millions each 
nearly the whole of which is to be expe mded 
in improvements in this State—if this be so, 
as it really is from all I hear, then Virginians 
Lave cause torejoice. The better day a-com- 
ing may be said to have come already, and 
hi ‘thing is L ecded to complete the grandeur 
of the old State as a new Cn pare of commerce 
and manufactures but the construction of the 
Jemes River and Kanawha Canal.

the suburbs very «active; city stock has 
rie ren twelve per cent. in the last six weeks, 
and, in a word, we are progressing finely. 

A PECULIARITY 
of our trade is that the owners of the great 
mills are unable to obtain their wheat supply 
from Virginia, which once furnished more than 
they could possibly gtina, and have to go 
West for it. Indeed, it is pretty well settled 
that, so soon as our Western connections are 
made, Virginia wheat will be driven out of 
market, and Virginia will cease to be a wheat- 
geo ing State. Meanwhile, the detficieacy in 
the wheat trade is being supplemented by to- 
bacco, large quantities of which are shipped 
almost daily to Louisville, St. Louis, and other 
good tobacco marts of the West. Then the 
Chesapeake and Ohio road is finished, this 
will, in a measnre, be reversed, and Richmond 
will become one of the chief points for ship- 
ping Western tobacco. 
NEW MERCANTILE CIRCLES. 

As our railroads are pushed into.sections the 
trude of which we have heretofore been de 
nied, an influx of merchants acquainted with 
the peo ple of these sections and able to com- 
mand their trade will be au inevitable se- 
quence. In this way, we expect confidently 
to find in our midst, be‘ore the close of the 
next tive years, a very large number of Ken- 
tuckians, who will have come here to share, if 
not to contro], the immense business which 
must flow bitherward from their State. Let 
them come—they will be warmly welcomed. 

THE DANVILLE EXTENSION,
